TWo days fince we received Letters from 
Z»4m , written by the Englifli Prefident re- 
ading at Surttte x who acquaints us with 
the daily fears they hare there, from Str 
vagfo the Rebel, who having beaten the 
Mogutin feveral Batt els , remains almoft Matter of 
that Countrey > and takes the boldnefs to write to all 
the European Minifters in Surttte, ihit if they refufe 
to fend bim fucb and fuch immediate p relents ofMo- 
ney (yvhich as he puts them would amount to vaft 
luoas) by way of Contribution,he will return and ru- 
ins that Cky ; That be exacts the like from the Inhabi- 
tants , who certainly would comply with bis De- 
mands, but that the Officers of the Mogul , being 
there hinder them. Which puts them into an ex* 
tream Straight, and caufes others daily to convey 
away their richeffe j many alfo embarking and trans- 
porting themfelves into other parts , to avoid the 
ftorm they fear will fall Upon them. 

'Tis prbbable that the Jfland of Bombay, belonging 
to the Hnglifh , Will reap no fm»l benefit by thefe 
Broyles; to which place many Btnnians flock With 
their Families and Eftates. 'Tis reported that that 
Ifland u now made one of the richeft and pleafan- 
teft places in all India. 'Tis faid,they want nothing 
but forrre induftrious Englilh hands, and that it is 
Intended to engage what numbers may be, to coin* 
and Inhabit there . with a promife of many Confi- 
ierable advantages , efpeclajly that of Trade in all 
Apt > and to Afr%ct , as far as the Cape of -Good 
Hope . and to the Gulfe of Perfit . and feveral 
Iflands in thofe parts. > , 

- Srnirmt r Dec. 14. The Corfatrs in the Atcbts , 
Continue very Intent upon Prey, pillaging almoft 
ever/ 1 CrrjftianShip that falls into theu»hands, 
or pretence of Turks , Jews or ArmenianS">Goods. 
lately the Marquis of Flori, a Savoyard , in a Ship 
of 60-Guns, took all the Silk and other fine Goods 
out of the Great Alexander of Venice, Commanded 
by Capt. Simon : But not long after , meeting with 
a ftorm > He was caft away on the Ifle of Faros , 
where the Mien being come fafe afhoar , fortified 
themfelves, and planted their Guns upon their 
Works; of which Capt: Simon having advice, he 
procured three Venetian fhen xjf War to revenge 
his quarrel, and fo failing to Parit, aflaulted the 
Works, aid took the Marquis with all his-JMenand 
Goods, Intending to proceed againft them as Pi-

Chriftian Majefty , is arrived here, but Intends tS 
remain incognito , until the return of the Court; 
Here is alio arrived a Gentleman from the Puke 
of Wirtenbtrg , to ptopofe, as is faid, a Marriage 
between the eldeft Son of that Duke, and the Prin- 
cefs Magdalene , Niece to the Queen Mother of 
Sweden. And we expect hourly to hear of the arri- 
val of an Envoy from the Elector of Brandenburg, 
whofe Commiftion is faid to be , to prefs this King 
to an obfervance of the laft Treaty made betwixt 
this Crown and his Matter , for the defence o£ the 
peace of the Empire. 

Warsaw, $m. 31. Hitherto little progrefs hath 
been made in the Negotiation about the compofure 
propoled with the Male-contents. TheBifhop of Gra- 
cow returned the 2pinftant from Lovtit^, where he 
left the Palatine of Witeps\j his Collegue 5 and 
yefterday that Prelate made a Report to the Senate, 
touching the Conference had with the faid Male- 
contents , who are faid to have expreffed an incli- 
nation to Peace, with a, defire of (ecuritjrfor their 
Perfons, to be given by the King and the Republick, 
that fo they may come with fa ety to declare their 
own minds themfelves 1 But ..notwithstanding all 
this, there is ground to apprehend, the. pergonal 
appearance of this People., arid their pretended in- 
clination to adjuft all differences, will prove fuccef- 
lefs. However, the Court yefterday difpatcht away 
Letters and PaTsports to them , nominating withal 
the Palatins of . Seniomir and Vilnt, and fonje others 
for Mediators to Treat with them , the refult where-, 
of you may expect by the next. 

Madrid, feb\i. Troops afe ftill railing through- 
out this Kingdom , and particularly in this Joying 
to be fent for cattlvgna. The 19 of January a 
Courrier was difpatcht for Cadi^i to hallen away 
the iS Ships of the Armada Royal , that acetp 
meet the Gallions expected , which Squadron is to 
be Commanded by Don Pedro Corbet. 

Brujfelr, Feb. i7.There happened yeflerdaj mornr 
ing about four of the clock , a great Fire in our 
Publick Store houfe for Coals , wherein were aooo 
lacks of Char-coal , of which the greateft part was

Breji, teb. 11. The firft inftant the Count <f Ef- 
tree came to an Anchor in the Road of C merit i 
with part of the Royal Squadron under his Com*- 
mand.
